These two applications are thrived “by‘the two 
respondents to this election petition Upon' services 
of notice of the petition on them and- before any 
written statement on merit is tiled by--them. By 
these two applications which are registered as C.A. 
No. 9 1998 and 8jl998 respectively,- on behalf of 
the respondents No. 1 and 2, they challenged that 
the copies served on them are not the true copies 
because of certain deficiencies in the copies, in 
comparison to the original petition.- . 

2. The respondent No. f ip his detailed appli¬ 
cation made reference to various, deficiencies 
inter alia, pointing put that affidavit portion and 
the endoiscmcnt of the Notary as appended’to the 
petition is totally absent in the copy. The petition 
does involve allegations of corrupt practieesi,There 
cannot be any debute that under Section 83 of the 
Representation of Peoples Act, au affidavit in 
support of allegations of corrupt practices is a 
must'. An affidavit was sworn in by both the. peti¬ 
tioners jointly. Copies supplied to the respondents 
do not show the copy of the endorsement of the 
Notary, the name of the Notary, the place, die date 
and as such the swearing of affidavit as seen in the 
original is absent in the copies, Along with this 
delect, both the respondents by the abovesaid two 
applications pointed out to the Court how the copies 
supplied to them are not the true and complete 
copies of the petition and, therefore, the petition, 
as said by them, is liable to be dismissed. ■ 

3. There is no debate as to the mandatory nature 
of Sections 81, '82 and 117 of the Representation 
of People Act. By these two applications tH6 sole 
contention that is advanced is the i.opy being not 
complete and out of the various defects. On the 
various pages which are pointed out; it seems that 
the emphasis has been "'given on the absence of 
endorsements of the Notary below the body of the 
affidavit and below the list;of docujjj^nfs-ns, could 
cbe' found "ifi th#-original petition. "*'• 
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4. The petitioners replied to both tlmse applica¬ 
tions opposing the request ot the respondents for 
the dismissal oi tne petition under Section 86(1) 
ot the Act on the ‘gtound oi dehciencies in the 
copies. Their main inrust is that ihe objections 
rated are hyper technic ill and not sustainable m law 
so as to invite dismissal ot the petition. 

,5. JU-was. endeavoured to be contended on behalf 
of theypetitlower that on the strength of the Sapa’s 
case reported in A.I.R. J 991 S.C. 1337 1 1. A. 
i Sttpu ~vs- Smgora) so also the case ot Manohar 
U«#hi reported in A.I.R. 1996 S.C. 796 tManohar 
Joshi -vs- Nitin Bhaurao Patil), need tor supplying 
■*the copy of the allidavit appended to the petition 
was not considered to be tnat fatal and some of 
the ^observations in those cases were indicative of 
the'fact that deficiencies in not supplying the copy 
dfdthe -Affidavit -was --not considered fatal to the 
maintainability of the petition. Tor the same argu¬ 
ment even the case of Kama I am reported in A.I.R.

7. -Having heard .both the sides and after consi¬ 
dering the authorities -which were sought to be relied 
'upon with adequate- details, it must be said to the 
credit of The learned advocates appearing on behalf 
'bf the -petitioners thaLso-far as this,position of law 
that in a petition where -the grounds of corrupt 
practices are alleged, a .potition-has to be. supported 
‘by an "affidavit as required by'Section 83 and having 
thus supported the .petition, -a-supply of the copy 
0f ‘tfie‘mnc^fci the respondeat* ore-retjhbascl by 


^ecuon 81 (3) or the Act is to be complete and 
iuii. in o-ner words a partial "supply -Ot The copy 
w - incut Uicie being a copy of the endorsement & 
nic -soLiny mereunder, is not a complete copy of 
me pennon and me catena-of the cases thus-sought 
u, LJ t idled upon clearly indicate me -position of 
law diaL such a copy which is deficient-ot the entire 
endorsement ot the Notary, is a ratal deficiencies and 
a* such ii docs atfeci the question regarding main- 
lamaDiiuy of the petition io be considereo under 
8ccnon 86(1) of the Act. 

8. ineie is, therelore, no senous debate as to 
the position ot law that in respect of whatever that 
is appended to the main and properly so called 
pc mon, which also tortus an ‘integral 1 part’ of thaC 
petition, supply ot the true copy of the petition 
meant even the additional part over and above the 
main- body of the petition in the popular estimation, 
together with whatever that is appended and consi¬ 
dered by the Court to be the integral part of that 
petition. Not supplying such eopies ot such parts 
though outside me main and properly so called 
potmen, or lailuie to supply copy .of such parts, is 
ratal to the maintainability of the petition and this 
position of law could not be seriously questioned 
in the light of the observations recorded, in the cases 
cited betore the Court. 

9. Tiue it is, that the development of this techni-„ 
cal legal ideology behind the strict letters of Statute, 
is tounded on a farsighted legislative philosophy 
which thrives to maintain certain dear situation. 
Technical factors, which, because of their failures 
frustrate such farsighted or even foresighted legis¬ 
lative intents, based on certain legal ideology, are 
viewed by the law and the Courts to be unpardon¬ 
able, irreconciliablc, uncompromising and, therefore, 
equitable considerations or the ideas of substantial 
compliance in a rather far stretched manner is not 
allowed to literally remain present much less to 
further operate freely in this heliLor the branch, of 
law. Aware of the principle-and the concept, so also^ 
the valuable assistance that was rendered by the 
concept of substantial Compliance or the equitable 
considerations, in Other branches of law in reaching 
the destinations of true justice in other kinds of 
cases, the Legislature speaks language under Section 
8 1 of the Act or for that matter wen under Section 
82 or through Section 117-of the Act in stricter 
and a sterner words. It-may just be possible that 
the idea behind these sterner provisions were made 
with a view to sanctimoniously safeguarding the 
declaration of ‘We the People of India’, before it 
is sought lo be challenged and declared to be null 
and void, for which The stricter discipline as ex¬ 
pected by these provisions was compulsorily required 
lo be followed. The larger public interest of the 
set up of the Government that is sought to be formed 
thus seems to be at the root and the declaration of 
the voters is sought-to be safeguarded and protected 
bv following a stricter discipline the compliance of 
which alone can ha vethe. .ca pacity lo set at naught 
that declaration.

certain ffiscipffirebefare a peutioii comes to be 
considered-by the Courtlor^iantingihexelief viz., 
a declaration that the election results, which were 
declared, were null and Vo d. 

11. So.lax us the Tactual aspect involved in this 
ease, the learned advocates appearing cot behalf of 
lhe- respondents contended two aspects in the main. 
"Hie first aspect was that die copies which they had 
received pursuant to service at notices of the peti¬ 
tion on them, did not contain at page 58 (on its 
reverse) the endorsement of the Notary. In other 
words ilie .entire endorsement ot the Notary about 
actual swearing along with Notary stamps, the 
embossed red coloured seal of the Notary, 
the rubber seals of the Notary are totally, and com¬ 
pletely absent on the reverse of page 58 which forms 
the last, swearings iu .part of the affidavit sought to 
.be sworn /in by the two petitioners -before the said 
Notary. This is first aspect. •So xar as this factual 
•aspect is concerned, ihe position is almost res ipsa 
loquitur. The copies spoke lor themselves. As such 
there is also mo meed of any judiuia] scrutiny but 
• the scrutiny -of ,a ministerial standard as required 
for verifying whether the copies are true and 
complete oopies of the petition seems adequate, 
tfiiffiiiar 'is 'the position with respect to the endorse¬ 
ment of the Notary made at the end of the .'list of 
laohenures and the Schedule which is appended to 
i ihe petition in stating what documents were sought 
.to be filed along with the petition. On the reverse 
of the said Schedule or the list of documents, there 
is again similar endorsement of the Notary almost 
'identical to the endorsement at the foot of the 
affidavit which is -again absent so far as the two 
copies of the petition received by the -two respon¬ 
dents, as filed by the petitioners. Even with respect 
to this .factual position, there is whatever no debate 
and that the two copies did not contain the copies 
dfthe endorsements of the Notary ai the foot of the 
•petition and also at the foot of the copy of the 
'Affidavit is an actuality. In view of this single 
deficiency, though the other contents appeared to 
.he-ako supporting 'the main contention in viewing 
that tire affidavit has some more deficiencies, still, 
the single deficiency of the non-supply of the copy 
Of (the endorsement of the Notary at both the places 
in the copy served on the respondents, seems in 
'the-circumstances, to be alone sufficient to hold that 
there’-was a breach of Section 81(3) of the Act in 
the failure of the petitioners to serve a true copy 
of the petition, on the resepondents. The respondents, 
despite services of copies on them, remained .un¬ 
informed whether the affidavits were actual, sworn, 
hefore whom and on what date or place. 

12. The second aspect which was sought to be 
challenged, in..respect of-this was.about the contents 
tif’lhe affidavit, inasmuch as the usual sections such 


The emphasis that -the stressed, 'therefore, was That 
on the -aspect that themininQUin.of.lt which .should 
-have -been there was ahat the cntlorsniient rdf the 
Notary should indicate that tire solemnly idcclared 
statements of the petitioner^ ,or tire oath Jtalcen by 
them was in relatim to particular or specific.vpans 
mentioned in the body of the affidavit, butih;.parts 
(specific paragraphs) seemed to be .absent because 
cl their non reference in the endorsement .of the 
Notary. This w as one aspect .and .the second aspect 
that was sought to- be urged was that thecopies are 
not Lhe identical copies, -inasmuch as, the copies 
received by the respondentsat the root of the 
petition left an endorsement .as ,if an affidavit was 
intended to be sworn before the jSeCfionvOfficer of 
a High Court'. Whereas, in :actuality,, the-origmal 
showed that the .affidavit was swjom .before the 
Notary. Though not a minor .aspect, still, compara¬ 
tively an -aspect of slightly lesser -importance was 
the endorsement -.of the .advocate- Shri iSnfpuukar in 
respect of identifying the patiiioenrs -at the dime of 
verification and at the time of swearing the affidavit 
which -appears -in the original-at the toot of the 
petition,.as well ns at .the .foot of the .index jof the 
-anamuues, was said to be absent in the copies. In 
fact that is a reality and not a .disputed aspect. 

13. When, this was so, the inevitable result which 
must follow in the light of the stricter provisions 
of '.Section 81 read with -Section 83 of the Act as 
guided by Section 86(1), is to hold that the, peti¬ 
tion 'in this case is not maintainable and is Table to 
be dismissed at the threshold without requiring the 
Court to make any further inquiry of any sort. 
Se ction‘81 of the Act to the extent indicatedahove, 
remained 'unattended and hence vincomplied by the 
petitioners. 

14. JHowe-ver, oil behalf of the petitioners it was 
pointed out that the observations made ‘by the 
Supreme Court in Dr. Shrpra's case reported in 
1998(2) SC.C. 31 indicated that'the "views ex¬ 
pressed iby thc [Supreme Conrt eaf lrcr were intended 
to be referred to the larger 'Bmch ftir recOTisfdera- 
-tion. On lhe strength of this undisputed position, 
it was urged that itwould be in the imcres't 'Ot the 
petitioners if the Const doesriot proceed no decide 
the present (Mmtravmy <and Hwaitthe -Supreme 
Conn, dictum after the rectHKideration of’the said 
position of law. In other words, what was sought 
to be canvassed was that in the event if the Supreme 
Court reconsiders this situation and then proclaims 
a view which is different from the present prevailing 
view, the petitioners could receive the advantage 
of such position of law instead of-inviting the 
summary-dtsimssaL.rtt this 1 thus 
said .in tire-beginning, .tbt leaxnedmdKacates appear¬ 
ing for the petitioners ut the end also wn to it that 
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iair!r£,s.weqtufed giving-up of this technical-a rgu- 
—melit too ui^Lhe- light of the dear’ provisions of 
'/Amide ,141 of'ihe Constitution -and further attemp¬ 
ted to be-pointed out-before-the C'ouft, on. behalf 
■ Aif the respondent'observation- made in the oases 
of Mofui-. Abdul- Khader vs. Andhra Pradesh State 
■Road-'-Transport Corporation <14184 Labour and 
.Indhsirral-Cases 90) and also the ease of Basudeo 
Khad.ahga vs. ULnon of Lidia (AIR 1973 Orissa 
N36) to refute contention to postpone decision in 
applying Section 86(d) of the Act. The emphasis 
jn- those-decided cases was obviously oh the man- 
- date that' the law declared by the Supreme Court, 
which is sought to be relied upon, constitutes the 
; law of the land and binning on all Courts in India. 
Merely because a reference is made to a larger 
Bench, the law already declared does not cease to 
be binding on the Courts and then any attempt to 
whittlc-it down is something which was considered 
in the Orissa case to be not a correct approach 
inspite of the tact that making of a reference to a 
larger Bench was brought to the notice the Court. 
In bath the cases the Andhra Pradesh High Court 
as-well as the Orissa High Court followed the pro¬ 
visions of Article 141 of the Constitution and 
rejected the claim to what Supreme Court's decision 
on reconsideration of the presailing view of law 
into the matters. It is for this reason die tairness on 
the part of the learned advocate appearing on behalf 
of the petitioners is required to be specifically- men¬ 
tioned when the earlier attempt in making the said 
submission Was finally given up. 

" .'15. When all this is so, and "when the law with 
respect to the parts of the petition or appendages to 
the petition forming an integral part of the petition 
and not supplying the .copy, of the same to the 
respondents results into the very non-maintainability 
pf their petition .seeths"to be almost an inevitable 
Conclusion the Court must reach. Ever a reference 
to' the cases of F. A. Sapa, Manohar Joshi’s ease or 
M. Kamalam’s case does not appear to show that 
in the copy of the affidavit appended to the petition 
is not supplied to the resondenls, the petition would 
still be maintainable though no Luc copy of the 
petition- was not supplied to a respondent. The 
reasons seem to be that for a complete presentation 
of a petition involving corrupt practice, affidavit 
forms- an integral part though the provision with 
respect to an affidavit- occurs in Section .83, the 
provisions of Section 81 make it clear that a correct 
.presentation means a presentation of the petition 
supported by the affidavit. When this is So, the non- 


- supply of Lite -copies of the 'affidavit at the foot of 
the draft of'the supporting affidavit below the peti- 

- noix and at the fool of the copy^f annexures and 
Schedule- appended to the petuion, will have to be 

- thus finally considered- as fatal to the maintainability 
oi the present petition,'for not following Section 
81(3) of the Act. 

16. The scrutiny this m\olves virtually no 
judicial; considerations but only a ministerial tests 
as to whether the copies of the petition were correctly 
supplied to the respondents and answer of the Court 
on this scrutiny is that those copies were deficient 
with integral parts of the petition and as such were 
not the complete copies and the respondents though 
they are entitled to the supply of true and complete 
copies, have not received them pursuant to the 
service of the notice of the petition as the true copies 
within the meaning of the provisions and the law 
declared in the decided cases. " 

17. In the result, therefore, the petition will have 
to be, and is hereby dismissed, on fhis technical 
ground under Section 86(1) of the Representation 
of People Act. In the circumstances, in view of the 
ground on which the petition becomes untenable, 
boih the sides leave the question of cost to the 
discielion of the Court. There shall be no order 
as to costs in the circumstances 

18. Civil Applications No. 8|98 and 9,98 moved 
by the two respondents to this petition, thus, stand 
allowed in granting the relief to the extent indicated 
above. The amount of deposit made by ffie peti¬ 
tioners under Section. 117 of the Act, be refunded 
to them. ' 

- 19. A copy of this order, in view of the provisions 
ot Section 103 of the Representation of People Act, 
it sent to the- Election Commissioner arid the 
Speaker of the House.
